-. War will, be waged against cigarets in Chi- 


eago, Mayor Swift said last night that today 
he would examine the ordinaace prohibiting 
their sale and it is evidently his intention to 
enforce it. This law has’ been a dead letter 
on the municipal statute books, but it was 
‘brought to the attention of the Mayor at 
the meeting of the Council last night 
by anattemptto put through the measure 
licensing the sale of the weed. Almost a 
year ago the Council passed an ordinance pro 
hibiting the sale of cigarets. A week ago 
Ald. Larson got the ordinance providing that 
an annual license of $500 be collected from 


' persons selling cigarets made a special order 
. for last.evening. The ordinance has been in 
_ the Council for several months and has been 


the subject of more or less scandal. 

When it was taken up last evening Ald. 
Larson immediately moved to adjourn, but 
was not recognized. The clerk was about to 
yead the ordinance when Ald. Madiien made 


this statement: | 
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Sometime before the introduction of this or- 
dinance the’Council passed an ordinance declar- 
ing it to be illegal to seil cigarets within the 
City of Chicago under ‘certain conditions. The 
passage of this ordinance would indicafe to the 
people t the Aldermen do not believe in the 
eflicacy of the other ordinance. If we wero 
right on the former occasion we are wg now: 
and I don’t believe it ought to be the policy of 
this Council to pass any legislation that wiil give 
any such privileges. and this ordinance ought 
not to pass. ~The time has gone by when we 
ought to give up our time te the consideration of 
mgasures as infamous as this.

Chicago Democrats have started the ball 
rolling for a newspaper to be called—unless 
a change is made—the Enquirer. Late last 
night papers of incorporation were filed at 
Springtield for a daily and weekly, the capi- 
tal stock being $1,000,000, divided into 10,000 
shares of $100 each. Among the incorporat-

May Soon Be Issued. 

‘All arrangements,” he said, ‘‘ have been 
made to have the paper on the street inside 
of ten days or possibly a week. Of course it 
will be impossible in that time to buy a ncw 
plant, so we will be compelled to lease an old 
one or make some other arangement.”’ 

‘* Will the paper be called the Enquirer?” 

“The title has not been fully determined. 
That of Enquirer has been suggested and 
discussed, but the matter is not settled.”’ 

Mr. Abbot would not say what plant would 
be acquired further than that it would not 
be the old Times plant. 

Concerning its policy Mr. Abbot said: 
‘‘The paper will be absolutely Democratic 
without any mixture: of independence or 
mugwumpery. On the currency question 
it will follow the Democratic party in the 
State of Illinois.”’ 

The papers were filed in Springfield by 
Representative Alexander J. Jones of Chi- 
cago, a well-known newspaper man. Rep- 
resentative Jones declined to make any de- 
tailed statement in regard to the new vent- 
wre, but a dispatch from Springfield quotes 
him as saying that among the men named 
as incorporators there are one or two who 
will probably take no stock, but who have 
lent the use of their names in order to en- 
courage the starting of a new Democratic 
daily in Chicago; while, on the other hand, 
a number who. are prominent stockholders 
have not thought it best to give their names 
to the public. . 


Chicagoans to Be in Control. 

‘‘ Has the Democratic State Central com- 
mittee given the matter any encourage- 
ment?’ 

‘“ Yes, in an informal way,’ answered Mr. 
Jones. “Several members of the commft- 
tee Are among the incorporators and Chair- 
man Hinrichsen himself will be one of the 
stockholders. Naturally, however, the pa- 
per will be essentially a Chicago enterprise.”’ 

‘Then neither wing of the party, finan- 
cially speaking, is at the head of the move- 
ment?” 

‘*No.- The first stipulation has been that 
this should be a Democratic paper, and not 
the organ of either faction, and among its 
stockholders will be found men who equally 
represent the two wings of the party in this 
controversy.” 

Delos P. Phelps, ex-Chairman of the IIli- 
nois State Democratic committee, said: 
“You may say the new newspaper will be 
strongly Democratic in all the name implies. 
It will advocate the good old Jeffersonian 
principles. On the money question it will be 
Democratic—that is for honest money. The 
Democratic party is always for honest 
money. Sometimes a few individuals get 
strange ideas into their heads on this subh- 
ject, but the party is always on the right 
side.”’ 

Edward T. Noonan said: ‘ The paper will 
be the party organ in both local and national 
affairs. As we do not yet know who the 
stockholders will be we cannot disclose the 
policy, of the paper, for that will be decided 
by the stockholders.” 

Mr. Wenter refused to discuss the new pa- 
per. ‘ Two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars has already been raised,”’ he said, “and 
the remainder will be secured by subscrip- 
tions among the Democrats of this city. The 
paper will be called the Enquirer, but more 
than that Ido not care to say.” 

What stand the paper would take on money

‘ PALMER SAYS IT IS TREACHERY. 


Senior Illinois Senator Speaks Harshly of 
Silver Convention Call.. 

Springfield, Ill., April 22.—United States 
Senutor Palmer tonight replied to the latest 
interview of Secretary of State Hinrichsen 
regarding the calling of the June Democratic 
convention, He said: 

I have read Mr. Hinrichsen’s interview and will 
notice some of the points he makes against me. 
He says, in substance, that I told Dr. Moore 
and Mr. Cockrell in an interview with them that 
Iwas favorable to the free coinage of silver. 
Mr. Hinrichsen’s truthfalness may be determined 
by a comparison of his statemént with the report 
of the interview made by“Mr. Jones, a member 
of the present Legislature, which was published 
in the daily press the morning after it took place.

Homeseekers’ Association Takes Action. 

The Homeseekers’ Association called a

Among 
those present were the Rev. Dr. H. W. 
Thomas, the Rev. W. H. Cawardine, the 
Rev. G. R. Pike, the Rev. Dr. M. M. Park- 
hurst, M. R. Grady, President of the Trades 
and Labor Council; Thomas Morgan, Harry 
Canedy, R. R. Beam, and the Rev. W. H. 
Reynolds. The Pullman sufferers were 
represented by a committee consisting of 
M. P. Molmstrom, J. M. Lane, and Samuel 
Wicklem. This committee made a state- 
ment of the needs of the men whom they 
represented, who were now scattered around 
in the neighborhood of. Pullman, and some 
of whom, they said, had surrendered their 
houses and were living in barns. They said 
wholesale evictions were impending in Pull- 
rian, and the number of sufferers and col- 
onists would be greatly increased. They 
had sent a committee through seven States 
and selected a spot in Alabama as their 
future home. If -they:could get assisted to 
the extent of $2,000 or $3,000 they would go 
there at a day’s notice and be able to shift 
for themselves from the start. 

The only opposition to the scheme was 
developed in an address by the Rev. Mr. 
Pike, pastor of the Pullman: Presbyterian 
Church. It was proposed to get up an en- 
tertainment to raise the needed funds, -but 
. - Pike advised against it for the present. 
He said there had been no evictions in Pull- 
man, and as to funds, there’ was a relief as- 
sociation in Pullman which had given trans- 
portation to a good many of the unemployed. 
- after addresses by the Rev. Mr. Cawardine 
anu others it was resolved to defer action 
for the present and to appoint a committee 
to visit the Pullman colonists and learn their 
needs and report back to the Homeseekers’ 
Association. This committee consists of the 
Kev. John Rusk, the Rev. Thomas H. M. 
Cogian, and the Rev. George Mitchell, who 
will go to Pullman early this morning and 
devote the day to their investigation. 


Pullman Company Denies It. 


A representative of the Pullman company 
denied yesterday that any evictions had 
taken place. He said: 

“The whole story is a fabrication, anda 
certain minister is responsible for it. We 
have evicted no tenants and do not intend to. 
There is absolutely no ground for the state- 
ment. The fact is there are 200 tenants here 
‘who have paid little rent for a year, and 
some of them have not paid a cent. The 
company has never evicted but one tenant 
since the town was built.”

UNIQUE GEYSER NEAR SHERIDAN, IND. 


Immense Outpouring of Water itn a Coun- 
try Without Elevations. 
Indianapolis, Ind., April 22.—[Special.]—A 
well drilled in the northeast corner of Ham- 
ilton County, near Sheridan, last Thursday, 
in quest of gas or gil, has resulted in the de- 
velopment of a rémarkable water geyser. 
At a depth of 900 feet the drill apparently 
dropped through a crust of ‘the rock and a 
rush of water followed that submerged the 
derrick and drove away the workmen. The 
drill was finally removed, which gave the 
water an unobstructed vent, and ever since 
it has been escaping at a rate that threat- 
ened to submerge the neighborhood.

FEARS OF AN OUTBREAK OF INDIANS, 


Startling Phase of the Trouble on the Win- 
nebago Reservation. 

Omaha, Neb., April 22.—({Special.]—The 
trouble on the Winnebago Reservation came 
up today in the Federal court, and will be 
tried on its merits tomorrow. United States 
District-Attorney Sawyer has just returned 
from a visit to the Indians. He found the 
temper of the majority among the tribes of 
the Omahas and Winnebagos to be unmis- 
takably in favor of waiving the formalities 


of jurisprudence and settling the question, 


with lead and steel. Mr. Sawyer declared in 
the court-room the spirit of unrest is 30 
great a serioas outbreak is liable to follow 
any further delay in settling the disputed 
questions. 

Capt. Beck, the Indian agent, has author- 
ity to commission every Indian on the reser- 
vation a policeman if necessary. He admits 
he will enforce the government regulations 
if it takes every Indian on the reservation. 
He was in the city today, and said a violent 
outbreak was possible, but he believed an 
uprising would be averted unless the Flour- 
noy Land company aggravated the Indians. 
The Captain was confident the courts would 
settle the matter right. In the meantime, 
lie believed the Winnebagos and Omahas 
would calmly await developments and 
peaceably abide by his wishes for peace. He 
said the Indians had good cause for griev- 
ance. Even the money collected for Indian 
children had not been paid. 

When asked why:the two Indian police 
naw in jail were not released on bail Capt. 
Beck said that he wanted them to remain 
in jail in order to bring a suit for false im- 
prisonment against Sheriff Mullin and 
others. They will then be released on a 
writ of habeas corpus. As an example of 
the temper of his redskinned subjects, the 
Captain said that on¢g chief volunteered 100 
men to prevent the arrest of the two Indian 
police. 

The prejudice against Capt. Beck said to 
be fostered by members and friends of the 
Flournoy Land company has widened the 
gap between the Indians and the whites. 
Settlers leasing from the Flournoy Land 
company are thus between two fires, be- 
cause they would be the first victims of an 
outbreak should one occur. _.. « 

One result of this is that many of the wives 
of the settlers are leaving the farm-houses 
and going to Pender and other towns in fear 
ef possible results of the present conflict, 
especially if the settlers are evicted.

A woman-—whose identity had not been 
discovered at midnight—committed murder 
and suicide in the sight of at least two wit- 
nesses at 12:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
at the foot of Forty-eighth street in Hyde 
Park. She walked to the lake shore lead-~ 
ing a boy 5 years old by the hand. At the 
water’s edge she took the child in her arms 
and waded out to a point 200 feet or more 
from land. Here attention was attracted to 
her movements by the cries of the child. 
James Wallace, No. 4503 Wood street, and 
Frank Morgan, No. 440 State street, were 
fishing on a breakwater near by. They 
heard the boy’s screams and saw the woman 
push him under the water and hold him 
there. They shouted to her to stop and ran 
to the rescue. When the woman saw them 
coming she waded still farther out, and 
still holding the boy she let herself sink be- 
low the surface. Wallace and Morgan wad- 
ed out as far as they could, but the woman 
and child had drifted beyond their reach. 
There was no boat they could get in time to 
be of service, so they gave the alarm as 
quickly as they could, 


Policeman Comes to the Scene. 

Patrolman John Roebuck of the Hyde 
Park Police Station reached the shore with- 
in a few minutes, and, procuring a boat, 
brought the bodies ashore. Neither of them 
remained under the water long. When 
reached by the policeman they were floating 
on the surface; buoyed up by the woman's 
clothing, the child tightly clasped in the 
woman’s arms. They were taken to Rols- 
ton’s undertaking establishment, No. 5457 
Lake avenue. 


Behind this tragedy is'a mystery. Many 


‘persons living in Hyde Park called at Rols- 
*ton’s in the afternoon and evening, but no 


one recognized the bodies. There was noth- 
ing found on either that would establish 
their identity. The woman appeared to be 
3) to 35 years old. She was tall and slender 
and had blue eyes and short brown curly 
hair. She wore a heavy dark blue veil, 
black wrap or cloak, and black or very dark 
blue calico dress with small white figure. 
Still Another Dress. 

Under this she wore another calico dress, 
also black, with small white figure. She 
wore black stockings and button shoes. 
Pinned to her dress was a folded gray flan- 
nel skirt and a bunch of calico and cloth, at- 
tached, probably, to serve as a weight to 
keep her under water, though the effect of 
so much clothing was to cause her to float. 

The boy had light blue eyes and flaxer 
curly hair. His clothing consisted of a 
black velvet cap with a gold braid band, 
dark blue check kilt skirt, black stockings, 
and button, shoes. A brown shawl was 
wrapped around his neck. His white under 
Waist was marked ** Roy M.”’ 

When they were seen on the Illinois Cen- 
tral track at Forty-seventh street by a Mrs. 
Walsh and her servant, living at the foot of 
that street, the woman was wearing the 
black veil over her head. As ne hat was 
found she probably had none. Some notice 
was taken of them, as it was unusual to see 
a woman on the track at that point, it being 
dificult of access on acount of the stone 
wall and turnstiles. Forty-eighth street 
does not run through to the lake, but where 
it would come out there is a breach in the 
breakwater and a short stretch of gravel 
beach. It was here the woman picked up 
the child and went into the water. Mrs. 
Walsh and her servant did not watch the 
pair until they. reached the lake, and the 
next they saw of them was when they were 
being borne on stretchers to the patrol 
Wagon, 


Indignant at the Police. 

Persons living near there who saw the 
bodies brought ashore are surprised and in- 
dignant at what they regard as the negli- 
gence of the police. They say that scarcely 
fifteen minutes élapsed from the time the 
woman and boy sank until they were brought 
to land, yet no effort was made to resuscitate 
either of them. They were simply laid on 
stretchers, carried to the patrol wagon, and 
driven away. 

The police have no record of a “missing 
case’’ that exactly fits the one in question, 
though there is one that does in some partic- 
ulars. In the police bulletin of March 14 
were published instructions for the force to 
look out for Mrs. Lizzie Hoffman, 23 years 
old, five feet six inches in height, slim build, 
dark hair, gray eyes, three or four upper 
front teeth gone. She wore a black cloak 
trimmed with lace, blue dress, and black 
hat. Her 3-year-old boy was with her. He 
had light hair and blue eyes ,and wore a blue 
velvet suit, blue cap, black stockings, and 
button shoes. 

The most notable discrepancies in the two 
descriptions are that the woman who 
drowned herself had no teeth missing and 
the boy did not wear a velvet suit. 

Mrs. Hoffman was the wife of a contractor 
on the Drainage Canal at the Sag Bridge, 
who came to Chicago Friday, March 8, to 
buy a tent and other supplies for her hus- 
band. She stopped with her boy at the Ox- 
ford Hotel, Canal and Adams streets. The 
next day she told the hotel clerk she had con- 
cluded not to buy the supplies, as the prices 
did not suit her. She sent a telegram to her 
husband saying she would come home the 
next day. She did not do so and Monday he 
came here to look for her. No trace was 
found and he left a description of her and 
the child with the police, who have not been 
informed whether she ever returned home, 


Seen with Another Woman. 

Investigation in the neighborhood of the 
tragedy revealed the fact that the woman 
and child were seen going east on Fiftieih 
street just before the drowning by several 
people. The woman was accompanied by 
another woman who is described as being 
handsomely attired in a dark Blue dress,over 
which a long cloak was worn. She worea 
Dutch bonnet with a rose in her hair, andis 
said to have been earrying an infant in her 
arms. Those who saw her say she ap- 
peared to be scolding the woman who later 
committed suicide. Both women walked 
east on Fiftieth street to Lake avenue, 
where they retraced their steps as far as 
Woodlawn avenue. 

Joseph Henderson, a gardener, was work- 
ing in a field along which the two women and 
the children passed, and becoming interest- 
ed in the outcome of the altercation between 
them he approached the fence and heard the 
well-dressed woman say: 

“Well, it’s just as you madeit. You can 
blame yourself and not me, for you can’t 
hold me responsible for what he does.” 

“O, I can’t, can’t I?” returned the other. 
*“*Well, ’ll make you so sorry that you have 
treated me in this way that you will never 
My turn is coming next.,.’”’ 

Half an hour later the well-dressed wom- 
an came by and asked him the time. This 
time she had noinfant with her. This was 
noticed by several people, who coucluded the 
woman must live in the neighborhood and 
had taken the children home. 


Possibly a Third Death. 

And the police are now of the belief that 
another victim may be found in the lake 
in the person of the little baby the well- 
dressed woman was carrying. 

Both the women and children were seen 
at the entrance to the Fiftieth street station 
of the Illinois Central railroad shortly after 

2 o’clock. The well-dressed -woman was 
seen to walk away and leave her companion 
and children standing in the alleyway lead- 
ing to the station. Some time later the 
suicide purchased a ticket for Forty-third 
street and walked through the turnstile, 
accompanied by the little boy only. She did 
not board a train, but went across the tracks 
and toward Forty-eighth street. It is the 
theory of the police that after her comipan- 
ion had left her the woman took the little 
baby in back of the Chicago Beach Hotel 
and threw it into the lake. 


LOTS OF TROUBLE FOR A. G. HAGSTROM 


Though He Had Been Confined for Insanity

By a peremptory writ issued by the Ap- 

pellate Court yesterday Murry Nelson, 
President of the National Elevator com- 
pany, has been restored to the privileges of 
his membership in the Board of Trade. The 
case has had a standing of nearly a year in 
the courts, and the present outcome posses- 
ses interest because of the persistent fight 
made by Mr. Nelson againsta charge of dis- 
honorable conduct on which he was expelled 
indefinitely from the exercise of his privi- 
leges as a member of the board by an action 
ot the directors last summer. The trouble 
‘arose out of the much-discussed elevator 
imbroglio. The board had been considering 
an amendment to the rules, and the elevator 
concerns all signed an agreement to abide 
by the rule if passed. The National Ele- 
vator company signed by its Secretary, Mr. 
Nelson being out of town atthetime. Af- 
terwards Mr. Nelson set up that the Secre- 
tary was not authorized to sign the agree- 
ment and refused to indorse it. This threw 
the whole arrangement out of gear, and the 
Board of Directors decided that Mr. Nelson 
bad been guilty of dishonorable conduct. 
He accordingly was suspended indefinitely. 
He brought suit for reinstatement: in the 
Superior Court, which sustained the board. 
The case was then carried to the Appellate 
Court, with the result stated. ' 


Substance of Waterman’s Opinion. " 

Judge Waterman’s opinion was in part as 
follows: 

“We cannot regard the attempt of the 
Board of Trade to limit the charges which 
warehousemen may make or the business 
Which grain warehouses may do as an in- 
fringement of or counter to any laws of this 
State.

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


Claim of South Dakota to Indian Lands 
Formally Presented. 
Washington, D. C., April 22.—J. J. Lockhart, 
State Commissioner of Education of South Da- 
kota, with J; H. King, counsei for the State, 
called at the Interior Department this morning 
in connection with the claim of South Dakota to 
50,000 acres of indemnity school lands in the 
Yankton Indian reservation. A conflict has 
arisen between the State and the Indians, and 
the President has withheld his proclamation 
Tne on ite until it can be settletl.

day twenty-three years ago he was in a sawmill in East Saginaw. He is subject to fits, or was 
at that time, and while he was at work in close proximity to thesaw which was revolving at the 
time he fell in a fit, and before he could be extricated both of his arms were torn off several 
inches above the elbow. The shock made him insensible.. He was taken home to die, His 
case puzzied the surgeons, (His nervous system was shattered. But he lived on and the 
wounds began to heal, and he returned to consciousness, For eight years, however, his lower 


limbs were paralyzed and he was unable to waik. Gradually vitality returned and he soon 
resuped walking. The city has shelters for these unfortunates where it has no homes. 
They flock here as their misfortunes accumulate. There seems to be some comfort in the 
exhibition of sorrow in the midst of plenty and splendor. 

This nan came to Chigago with his family, a wife and daughter. They found a place to 
live out in Milwaukee avenue. The wife goes out as a laundress and the child is housekeeper. 
The day in that household opens with a revival of the horror which made the husband and 
father a cripple for life. THey wash his face and hands and clothe him and feed him. The 
night closes in upon it with the shadow of the awful accident about it, for they must give him 
his food again and prepare him for his bed. There is no such thing as forgetting this mis- 
fortune, as some people can do with theirs. It is a living picture, day and night. _ 

The man’s business is selling lead pencils. They are placed in his coat pockets, and the 
purchaser takes out one, or as many as he wishes, and drops the money in a tin receptacle 
which is confected with a box that is carried under the picture of the accident that tells the 
silent story. 

At noon the daughter comes to a certain point and meets her father. They gotoa 
secluded spot and she furnishes him his food aud then goes away. If the wind should lift his 
hat he relies upon some one to replace it. He is absolutely dependent upon others for every- 
thing in connection with his existence. He speaks English very indifferently. But he seems 
cheerful when asked questions, and smilingly says to the questioner that, barring this accident 
and a case of smalipox, he has never been sick a day in his life. 

Why should he have been? Has he not his portion? Sane 

He has been on the streets of Chicago for seven years, barring the time he goes on the 
road. Every summer he spends a few weeks in the country towns. There are people who 
wait for his coming in order to lay in their supply of pencils. 

His daily sales in this city average two dozen pencils. That is little enough if he came 
out every day in the year. But of course there are days when the rain or the cold Keeps him 
in the house, and such days to him are longer and more dreary than they are to most people.

OUR STOOK MARKET DOES NOT OATOH 
. STEP WITH NEW YORK. 


North. Chicago Declined—Sale of Certifi- 
cates of Indebtedness Issued in 1891— 
West Chicago Was Steady and Dulles 
Break in Consolidated Packing Bonds— 
Activity in Milwaukee Brewing Pre- 
ferred=Marked Tendency to Increase 
National Bank Circulation. .

The local stock market refuses to catch 
step with the activity and strength shown in 
the other markets. Quotations here were, 
on the whole, heavy yesterday. North Chi- 
cago declined rather sharply, selling down 
to 266%. The generally accepted reason for 
the weakness was that the stock sold was 
forced on the market by Pardridge, the 
wheat operator, and thé quotations declined 
under the sudden pressure of a quick sale. 
There were no sales in the afternoon, but the 
price was materially firmer, 267% being bid. 
The North Chicago company has made ap- 
plication to list $500,000 certificates of in- 
debtedness, and that was the occasiin of 
These certificates, or de- 
benture bonds, were issued in 1891 to pay for 
the Clybourn avenue line. They were not 
Bold at that time, however, but were used 
much as the West Chicago tunnel bonds were 
used, as collateral for a loan, interest against 
them being charged. The certificates have 
recently been sold, however, and will now be 
listed and may be traded in. 

West Chicago was steady, opening at 116% 
and’ closing on the morning call at 117. There 
was not a transaction in the stock on the 
second call. The price was.firmg’, 116% be- 
ing bid and 11714 asked. The bugaboo of 
Metropolitan competition begins to appear 
less alarming to West Chicago security hold- 
ers as.they note the rapidity and extent of 
West Chicago electric equipment. The Met- 
ropolitan enterprise has been described by 
one of the stock brokers as a beautiful fly 
caught in a spider’s web woven by Mr. 
Yerkes out.of tralley lines. All-the brokers 
who have ridden over the Metropolitan 
are unstinted in their praise of its 
equipment and physical excellence, 
but they were surprised at the extent of the West 
Chicago's electric work. Recent trips over the 
Metropolitan have converted a good many trad- 
ers to the idea that however much business the 
elevateli road may <«o the increased businéss 
which the West Side electric lines will secure will 
offset any losses, 

A feature of yesterday's trading was a sensa- 
tional break in Consolidated Packing 6s. <A lot 
of $11,000 was forced on the market when there 
were no bidders and offered down to 75, a decline 
of 5% points, before they were sold. The decline 
seems to be merely an illustration of the narrow- 
ness of the market. It is announced officially 
that interest on the bonds has been earned and 
will be paid, and directors of the company said 
after the close of the exchange that they would 
give several points above that price for the bonds. 

The elevated stocks were lifeless but firm. Rap- 
id Transit advanced from 10% to 11%, and Lake 
Street sold up a fraction. Rapid Transit traffic 
is now running about 45,000 passengers a day, and 
officials of the company hardly expect much in- 
crease from that figure’ The experience of last 
year was that the traffic decreased during the 
summer months.

GENERAL MANAGERS NOT PLEASED 
WITH FRIDAY’S AOTION. 


Committee Decides That 
Previding That All 
Agents of Class 3 Must Maintain an 
Oftice in the Territory in Which They 
Act Applies to Past Appointments 
‘Many Say They Will Not Live Up to the 
RuleeGeneral Insurance News. 


General managers of companies having 
departments in Chicago are not pleased with 
the action taken Friday by the Chicago Un- 
derwriters Association in regard to agents 
in the outside districts. Many of the man- 
agers say the action of the board must be 
rescinded, or they will refuse to live up to 
the rule. . Under the rules of the board a 
company doing a fire insurarrce business in 
Chicago may havethree agents in the down- 
town district. This district comprises the 
terrritory lying between Fullerton avenue 
on the north, Thirty-ninth street on the 
south, West Fortieth street on the west,’ 
and the lake. A company may have as many 
agents as it desires in the outside districts, 
and advantage has been taken of this by 
vsome to appoint more perhaps than was 
really necessary. It is said some companies 
have appointed agents merely to gain con- 
trol of a single line. A real estate man hav- 
ing charge of a considerable property, oran 
it is claimed, could go to 
some of the companies and receive an ap- 
pointment as an agent of Class 3 and receive 
a commission of 25 per cent on the business 
turned in, 

As a result of these liberal inducements 

appointments have ,.been made for 1,000 
agents of this class. They are mostly real 
estate men, though there is a certain per- 
centage who are in the insurance business 
regularly and maintain offices in the terri- 
tory where they write. Ata recent meeting 
of the local board a resolution: was pased 
providing that all agents of Class 5 should 
maintain an office in the territory in which 
they write. The Executive committee was 
called upon to construe this ruling and to 
decide if it should be retroactive. At the 
meeting last Friday the committee decided 
it was. Itis said a good many of the man- 
agers who did not oppose the resolution took 
that actiom thinking it would be made to ap- 
ply only to future appointments. Now that 
the Executive committee has decided it shall 
apply to all members of Class.3 many of the 
managers do not hesitate to say they will not 
live up to the agreement. There is another 
feature which has not been decided yet. It 
is proposed to tax these members of Class 3 
$25 a year, and a report on this is expected 
from a special committee at an adjourned 
meeting to be held Friday of this week. The 
whole wheat is likely to be thrashed over 
again. Under the ruling of the Executive 
committee the members are to be allowed 
until May 1 to éonform with the new regula- 
tions, which is that they shall not only main- 
tain an office in the district where they 
se but that it shall be their exclusive 
office,

Mr. Huntington Not Alarmed. 

“T have known Frank Stone,”’ he said, ‘‘for 
twenty-five years. He is a San Francisco 
lawyer. | would not call him a wicked man, 
because a wicked man'‘would not do things 
that way. He's an innocent kind of a fe!- 
low. I suppose he has started this thing 
because 1 have piqued him in some,way or 
other. How, I don’t°know. I may have 
given him a pass; I probably did; but I 
give out so many passes that I don’t remem- 
ber one-third of them. ‘Fhe passes that are 
vsually given out are inilorsed, as a ruic, 
‘Not good outside the State,’ and I presume 
his pass Was not so stamped, and he took 
advantage of. it. I don’t know anything 
about ‘the maiter beyond that, for I don't 
pay any atterition to such things. In fact, I 
don’t care one way or the other. It don't 
‘amount to anything. I really don’t know 
what action was taken in court this morn- 
ing. Some routihe business, I suppose it 
was, but I did not pay any attention. [ 
don't know what will be done. I guess 
Frank got the pass all right, but I have not 
time to attend to all the little details. I 
have too much else to do. 

“This arrest is simply one of those ma- 
licious little pieces of business that all men 
of standing must expect. I think the root 
of the whole matter lies in the fact that 
when I became President of the Southern 
Pacific railroad I discharged twenty-three 
men out in San francisco who were, so far 
as I could see, merely political agents and 
go-betweens for politicians. They did no 
work for the railroad that I could discover, 
so Il cut them off. Perhaps they are hungry 
now and have got to make a strike some- 
where.: I don’t anticipate any trouble in re- 
gard to the matter.”’ 


How the Indictment Arose. 

‘The details of this case are about as fol- 
lows: The attention of the grand jury was 
called to the case by Judge Morrow in the 
United States Circuit Court in San Francis- 
co Feb. 15 last. When the Judge charged 
the grand jury he said Frank‘B. Stone wasa 
witness in the “‘strikers case”’ in December, 
1894, on behalf of the government. Dec. the 
had sworn he was a lawyer in San Fran- 
cisco. He left that city June 30 0n a pleasure 
trip to Ashland, Ore., on the Oregon express, 
but got no farther than Red Bluff, the train 
‘being stopped. On cross-examination he 
had said he was not connected with the com- 
pany in any way, shape, or manner; he had 
traveled on passes and was then traveling 
on Mr. Huntington’s personal pass. Whiie 
acting as manager of Mr. De Young’s can- 
paign he had blank passes which he got 
from the railroad company and gave away 
aze.occasion required. He had no connection 
with the company. He also had a personal 
pass for the Pullman cars, and was not con- 
nected with that company. In conclusion 
Judge Morrow ‘said: 

“You will observe that Mr. Stone testifies 
that his. destination 'was Ashland, in the 
State of Oregon, or to some place beyond in 
‘that State. 
that carried him. from this State into an- 
bringing his transportation within 
the laws of the United States relating to 
inter-State’ commerce. It will be noticed 
further that Mr. Stone does not claim to be- 
long to any of the accepted or privileged 
Classes mentioned in Se@ 22 of the inter- 
State commerce act.. His claim is that the 
pass was given to him as a)matter of per- 
You will there- 


ascertain to what extent the pass system 
has been employed, if at all, by the officers 
of the Southern Pacific company in favoring 
individuals not entitled to such favors under 
the law in the matter of free transportation 
beyond the. boundary of the State.”’ 

The offense for which Mr. Huntington has 
been arrested is punishable with two years’ 
imptisonment and a fine of $5,000. This is 
the first arrest of a railway official for 
granting a pass in violation of the inter- 
State commerce law that was ever made. 
Indeed, never before was a presentment on 
the subject made to a grand jury.

ANOTHER outheen State, Alabama, has 
disgraced itself by the lynching of two colored 
men and three colored women, near Green- 
ville. The crime alleged against the five 
victims of mob violence was the murder of 
Watts Murphy, a nephew of ex-Gov. Watts. 
The murder itself was a most brutal one, but 
there is good reason to believe that the negro 
who really committed it has made good his 
escape, that only one ortwo of the victims 
knew anything about it, and that the oth- 
ers were innocent. In its fury of resent- 
ment it seems probable that the mob did not 
stop to discriminate but seized those who 
were under suspicion and made way with 
them. At the ciose of the month of February 
the statistics of lynching in the South were 
such as to make room for the hope that this 
crime against law and justice was on the de- 
crease, but the figures of the first four months 
of the year cannot but dissipate that hope. 
At the close. of February there had been 
eleven persons lynched in this country, of 
whom nine were in the South and but two of 
them negroes.

GOING OUTSIDE OF THz LAW. 

From Chicago to Lockport navigation anc 
drainage can coexist. The formercan be 
regarded asan incident of the, latter. At 
that point they separate. If navigation is 
to be continued beyond there it must be by 
the United States taking up the wofk and 
building a shin canal to replace the Illinois 
and’ Michigan ditch. The drainage work does 
not stopat Lockport. The law requires it to 
be carried on to Joliet. The undertaking is 


} an expensive one, but the Trustees will per- 


form it. 

The valley sharps say, however, that between 
Lockport and Joliet this city must do two 
separate and distinct pieces of work. It must 
build a drainage channel as required by the 


| law and it must also build a ship canal with 


locks and dams—not required by the law. 
‘Neither can be an incident of the other. They 
are totally distinct. A ship canal with locks 
will be a detriment as far as drainage—which 
is the object of the law—is concerned. 

And as it is unconstitutional to attempt to 
coerce Chicago into the lock and dam busi- 


ness and force this city to do something ‘the _ 


United States alone is expected to do in the 
drainage act, if « bill with such a provision 
in it were passed it would be worthless, It 
would be worthless even though those who 
defended its constitutionality in’court were 
tosay ‘‘six years ago Cooley promised-usa 
ship waterway from Chicago to Peoria.”’ 
Sooley¢had no authority to make any 
promises, He doesn’t even live in Chicago. 

If the Legislature can make this city build 
aship canal, 
channel, from Lockport to Joliet it can com- 
pel this city to carry on the work down 
stream sixty milea more to La Salle. But the 
Legislature has no constitutional power to 
force it to go one inch with navigation work 
beyond that point where navigation and 
drainage are not necessarily united in the one 
channel. When navigation ceases to be an 
incident of drainage navigation ceases to be 
a constitutional or legal obligation on Chi- 
cago. , 

Chicago is doing just what she agreed to 
when she adopted the drainage act. The tax 
assessment not increasing as rapidly as was 
expected she is willing to tax herself more 
heavily each year so that the work*may be 
compieted more speedily, and has asked per- 
mission’ to do so. This is a request one would 
imagine that would be granted without any 
objection on the part of the Legi-lature. 
Some of the valley people insist that Chicago 
must tax itself still mére heavily and use 
millions of money to build aship canal be- 
low Lockport and to build swing bridges, 
which will not swing for a very long time 
over the drainage channel, at a further cost of 


two or three millions, because before the 


present law was passed Cooley and some other 
persons who had no power to bind the tat- 
payers of this city talked. enthusiastically 
about a ship waterway to the Mississippi. But 
nothing of that is nominated in the bond 
called the drainage act. 

It is not likely that the Legislature will be 
influenced by this absurd and cheeky claim 
that the language of a law is to be changed to 
carry out the wild declarations of private in- 
dividuals made prior to its passage. But if 
they are, and they pass the valley bill, then 
what will happen will be this: Nothing will 

be done under it. It-will for all time remain 
a dead letter. The Trustees will go on under 
the present law and collect tne present tax 
and expend itin cutting the great ditch ac- 
cording to the letter of the law. The result will 
be that the.completion of the work wiil be de- 
layed two or three years. Wiii that benefit 
Joliet? Then why do they stand in the way 
of speedy completion and attempt to impose 
conditions not the law and which cannot be 
enforced because they can be defeated by the 
taxpayers of Chicago as unconstitutional by 
seeking relief in the courts? 


CHICAGO STANDS BY THE DRA INAGE LAW 

A Joliet paper priuts numerous extracts 
from statements made by private individuals, 
residents of this city, and from articies print. 
ed by Chicago papers six years ago, whereby 
it seems to persuade itself that this city.agreed 
six yeats ago\to makea grand ship canal to 
the MississippijRiver, and that therefore the 
present General Assembly should try to com- 
pel Chicago to build a ship canal with locks 
and dams from Lockport to Joliet, and also 
to erect at once steel swing bridges at all the 
road crossings over the drainage channel be- 
tween here and Joliet—right away. 

Tue: Trisune does not challengs the accu- 
racy of those quotations. It does not dispute 
the fact that Cooley and others used a good 
deal of expansive, frothy, and inflated lan- 
guage in 1889. It desires simply to call at- 
tention to the fact that those so-called water- 
way promises made prior to the passage of 
the law bind nobody and what have been 
made since have no relevancy to the bill be- 
fore the Legisiature.

They have given 
no perspn or paper a power of attorney to 
make more ship canal, and locks for them, 
If there is a dispute as to its. provisions the 
courts must construe them and not some pri- 
vate citizen of Joliet. 


BLACKBURN’S ‘SILVER FLOP. 

Senator Blackburn of Kentucky has an- 
nounced himself to be committed to free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, without wait- 
ing for an internationai conference. He at- 
tempts to justify his position by making a lot 
of misstatements and citing the language of 
Daniel Webster to the effect that * the Con- 
stitution of the United States made gold and 
silver the redemption muney of this country, 
and neither Congress nor any State has any 
rightful power to substitute any other nor to 
destroy either the one or the other.” : 

Only the Populists’are asking to substitute 
something else; they want fiat 


wildcat banknotes. 
There is nothing in the Constitution of the 
United States, Senator Blackburn himself 


construing it, which says that Congress shall 


make a leyal teuder silver coin called a dol- 
lar, or designated by any other name what- 
ever, having only half the intrinsic value of a 
gold coin of the saMe nume, makiug each of 
these a legal tender for the same amount of 
debt. 

There ie nothing in the Constitution that 
renders it obligatory on Congress to put any 
specified number of grains of eitHer goid or 
silver into the dollar. Congress having legis- 
lated at a stated time that a stated number of 
grains of silver should be put into the doilar, 
there is nothing in the Constitution to pre- 
vent Congress from changing the weight of 
the silver dollar. Aud if Congress honestly 
wishes to carry out bimetallism under free 
coinage-it is in duty bound to provide that a 
sufficient number of grains of silver shall be 
put into the silver dolier to make it of equal 
intrinsic value with the dollar of gold. The 
‘*bimetallism’’ which Senator Blackburn 
claims to be in favor vf could only be main- 


tained by providing for the redemption of the 


silver dollar with gold or by putting enough 


metal into the silver dollar to make the value 


of that coin equal to the gold dollar. 

If by the Constitution the government is 
obliged to coin legal tender silver money, 
how did it happen that Jefferson, the ** Father 
of Democracy,”’ took it upon himself in 1805 
to issue an executive order to suspend the 
coinage ot the silverdollar? Thomas Jeffer- 
son generally is supposed to have known 
something about the meaning of the Consti- 
tution and the intentions of the men who 
framed it, and it is fair to assume his ad- 
visers thought they understood the meaning 
and intent of that document. . Where did 
Jefferson obtain his authority for issuing thai 
order under which no silver dollars were 
coined in the United States for the next thir- 
ty-two years? When the coinage of the silver 
dollar was resumed, in the last administra- 
taon of Gen. Jackson in 1837, it was at a 
revised weight. The quantity of alloy in the 
coin was changed, and the weight of the gold 
coin lessened to an amount corresponding to 
about two or three cents on the doliar. Un- 
derthis arrangement the silver dollars re- 
fused to circulate, it being more profitable to 
put them into the melting pot than to pay 
them out as money. Asa result of the order 
of Jefferson, and then the undervaluing of 
silver, we had no silver dollars in circulation 
fora period of sixty-eight years, or up .to 
1873; when was committed ‘“‘the terrible 
crime,’’ as the silver cranks call it, of dis- 
continuing the coinage of a coin which would 
not circulate and refused to stay in circula- 
tion from 1837 to 1873. 

Five years later Congress—1878-’ 
dered the coinage of not less than about thir- 
ty millions per annum in’ silver dollars, and 
since then there has been some 600 millions’ 
worth of silver bought by the government 
and put into money use in the United 
States. Senator Blackburn carefully avoids 
making any allusion to this important fact. 
On the other hand, he had much to say about 
‘*destroying’’ silver money by the ‘‘ crime 
of 1873,’ when he knows itis only since 
1873 that we have had any silver dollars in 
circulation and now have an abundance of 
them. Hetalks about *‘legal tender func- 
tion’’ as if unaware that every .one of our 
vast nub,ber of silver dollars is a full legal 
tender to the amount named on its fuce. 
He demands “the restoration of the silver 
metal to that place in the monetary system of 
the country which it had always held prior 
to the passage of that disastrous act of 
1873,” when he well knows that the piace so 
held by our silver dollar prior to 1873 was 
nominal only, while since then it has been a 
prominent actuality, 

And these are the alleged “ reasons”’ why 
Senator Blackburn is flopping over to the side 
of the free silver Populists. He has no au- 
thority for his assertions except that ofa 
fanciful figure called “Coin,” an alleged 16- 


year-old boy, but which is nothmg more than 


a dummy that has been stuffed witha lot of 
straw by a jolly joker sent here from Mdén- 
tana by the silver kings of that region to per- 
vert the truth.

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THE REVENUE BILL. 

In what Tue Tripune ‘had to say Sunday 
on the compromise biil agreed to by the Rev- 
enue committee at Springfieid it called spe- 
cial attention to the faét that while the valua- 
tion of property of a one-quarter basis 
would make a total valuation about twice as 
large as the present one, the rates of taxation 
whether constitutional or statutory were left 
unchanged. Therefore the total amount of 
taxes collected by each taxing agency would 
be twice what it is now, some persons whose 
property has been underfalued in the past 
paying much more, but every one paying 
something more than at present, for no prop- 
erty is assessed on the one-quarter basis at 
this time. | 

Whatever objection there is to this part of 
the bill will be removed if it isamended by re- 
placing a provision which was in the bill sent 
from this city to Springfield. That pro- 
vision was to the effect that the present rates 
of taxation should be cut in two, so that “* the 
amount which may be raised by taxation 


‘shall in no case exceed one-half of the present 


maxitnum rate or limit.”’ 
This was left out in order to get the bill 


out of committee, some of the members ob- 


jecting to it strenuously, though without good 
reason. When the bill comes up for consid- 
eration it will ‘be amended by replacing the 
section which wasieft out. Then it will be

THE COST OF THE “HOPKINS ~ ADMINIS- 
TRATION, 

It will take a long time to find out what the 
exact cost to the people of the last city ad- 
ministration has been, Fresh discoveries are 
being made daiiy. It was ascertained by the 
Commissioner of Public Works as soon as he 
took hold that the pay-rolis swarmed with the 
names of superfluous employés; getting from 
fifty to a hundred dollars a month for doing 
nothing. The people expected that, but they 
were not quite prepared for the unpleasant 
facts brought to lght by him and printed in 
yesterday's Tripune about the condition of a 
portion of the Wentworth avénue sewer, 
which will probably have to be rebuilt at 
great expeuse, the money being contributed 
by taxpayers 1n general, 

This is -the largest and most expensive 
sewer the city has ever constructed. Its cost 
will not fail below $700,000. The money 
was raised by special assessments on the 
property benetited, and as much of the land 
thus assessed is used for farmimg purposes 
obniy,and the time has not come when it can 
be subdivided and covered with buildings, the 
assessments are more than the owners can 
stand: In some instances they amount to as 
much as the property will sell for at this 
time. 

And yet it appears that after all these peo- 
ple have paid or are to pay that much of their 
money has been thrown away utterly. It ap- 
pears from the investigations of the city en- 
gineering department and of THe Trisune 
that one important section of the sewer on ac- 
count of whicha hundred thousand dollars 
was. paid out has been so badly constructed 
that it may have to be rebuiltin part. The 
quality of the wortar was bad. and it is 


a alleged that inferior brick was used. 


The work in question was accepted by the 
Hopkins administration. The contractors 
who had the job were good Democrats, and it 
did not stem proper to question the quality of 
any work they had done, No property-owner 
came to protest, for the reason perhaps that 
while the work was in progress a special po- 
liceman was assigned toduty to keep off all 
butcity employés. Men who had been heavily 
assessed for this work were forced to remain 
at adistance and denied the satisfaction of 
seeing that they got an adequate return for 
their money. 

The defective work has been accepted and 
the contractors have been paid in full. Noth- 
ing can be done with them. The property- 
owners have paid one assessment. They can- 
not be forced to pay another because the 
city authorities: neglected their duty. What- 
ever is paid out to remedy any defects in this 
sewer will have to be raised by general taxa- 
tion. What that amount is canaot be toid as 
yet. The sewer is full of water, and an ex- 
amination of the interior will be made here- 
after. Where the work is visibie the specifi- 
cations do not seem to have been observed, It 
is easy to draw conclusions as to the condi- 
tion of the rest of the work. 

Up to the last moment Hopkins bragged of 
his administration as an economical and effi- 
He boasted he had saved money 
for the people. ‘This is one of the ways he 
did it. By ** the people’’ he must have meant 
‘the contractors.’’ The latter seem to have 
lived in clover while he was in the City Hall. 

(RAher public works accepted by the offi- 
cia'3 of the late administration have yet to 
be examined and reported on. They may 
turn out as badly as the Wentworth avenue 
sewer. When all have been looked into and 
the defects of each discovered it*will be possi- 
ble to make a rather accurate estimate of 
what Hopkins’ “economic” administration 
cost the taxpayers. Read the reports regard- 
ing the Wentworth avenue sewer and see how 
necessary it was that that administration 
should be turned out.

DO THE DEMOCRATS NEED AN ORGAN? 
The jeading Democrats in this city who 


‘have been interviewed with. referenceto the 


necessity of having an organ right off to take 
the place of the absconded J.-H. and who 
have expressed themselvey to the effect that 
for the present at least they do not need one 
are undoubtedly correct in their view of the 
situation.

The silver question is now the great vital 
issue. The tariff is per force shelved for two 
years as an active issue and there is an open 
field for a pitched battle on the money ques- 
tion—whether we shall maintain the old stand- 
ard of value or go over to silver monometal- 
lism with fifty cents’ worth of silver in the dol- 
lar. 

The Chairman of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral committee has called a convention to 
meet early in June for the purpose of settling 
the position of the Democrats on the ques- 
tion of changing the national standard to silver 
monormetallism and adopting debased money, 
which he advocates, It is claimed that a ma- 
jority of Illinois Democrats are in favor of 
fifty-cent dollar money with which to pay 
one hundred-cent debts and deposits and to 
pensioners. But until this question is settled 
by the State convention what is the use of a 
Democratic organ in Chicago? Nearly all 
the Democrats who have been interviewed 
and are in a position to contribute money to 
set up an organ have declared themselves in 
favor of eound money—100-cent dollare—and 
opposed to the free coinage of fifty cents’ 
worth of. silver and cali it a full dollar 
and thereby cheating creditors, depositors, 
pensioners, life insurers, and the in- 
dustrial classes, The great majority of the 
ignorant, moss-vacked, fossilized Demo- 
crats in the southern part of the State, 
however, favor the fifty-cent dollar of silver. 
Hinrichsen’s convention will settle which is

gan until this question is settied? When it is 
decided, if the Democrats want debasea 
money they can have a debased organ, and 
vice versa.

CUTTING DOWN ‘THE STUFFED PAY- 
ROLLS, 

Last week the Commissioner of Public 
Works discharged seven men who had been 
receiving pay from the city for work alleged 
to have been performed at the Sixty-eighth 
street pumping station. He dropped them 
because there was no work for them to do, 
and there was no reason why they should be 
Whether there ever 
was anything for them to do is a question. It 
may be that at some remote period there was 
enough to keep three of them busy, but 
they were kept on the rolls for political rea- 
sons when their services were no longer 
needed. In order to'keep them company and 
to keep them in order while doing nothing 
four additional men were given salaries. 
Every pay-day these seven men have signed 
their names to the rolls, and those signatures 
are all the taxpayers have had in return for 
the money paid these men. 

Discoveries of this kind which Commis- 
sioner Kent is making daily show how much 
truth there was in the complaints and charges 
made last year about stuffed pay-rolls. ’ It 
looks as-if that method of milking the tax- 
payers for the benefit of the taxeaters has 
practiced to an extent which was 
urdreamed of. Here at one pumping station 
there were seven esupernumeraries drawing 
good pay but not doing a stroke of work ex- 
cept for the Democratic party, and especially 


.for the politicians of that party to whom they 


owed their jobs. 

If all the taxpayers of this city were Dem- 
ocrats they might view with some indifference 
this pensioning of political workers. - But 
more than half the taxpayers are Repubiic- 
ans, paying more than half the taxes. Fro 
a purely political point of view it was all 
wrong that a portion of their contributions to 
the revenues of the city should be misappro- 
priated for the maintenance of Democratic 
bummers. For overa year members of one 
party have been taxed in order to keep an- 
other party in poe That will not happen 
again.

The Commissioner, him- 
self a business-man and a civil service re. 
former, knows that the pay-rolls can be cut 
down at least a third, and he is going to do it 
as far as his jurisdiction ¢ extends.

JAPAN'S FUTURE POLICY OUTLINED, 


Emperor Issues a Proclamation=—No Of- 
fensive and Defensive Alliance. 

Yokohama, April 22.—An official dispatch 
says Count Ito, President of the Japanese 
Council of Ministers, and Viscount Matsu, 
Japanese Minister for Foreign Affairs, who 
negotiated the treaty of peace with Viceroy 
Li Hung Chang and his son, Lord Li, at 
Shimonoseki, were received in audience by 
the Emperor on their return to Hiroshima. 
The Emperor said: * Tho principal points of 
the treaty are entirely satisfactory and add 
much to the glory of the Enifil¥e: I am high- 
ly pleased at the signal service rendered by 
you.’’ The following imperial proclamation 
was issued this afternoon: 

Through peace national prosperity is best pro- 
moted. Unfortunately the rupture of relations 
‘with China forced upon us a war which after the 
lapse of ten months is not yet ended. During 
this period our Ministers, in concert with the 
army, navy, and Diet, have done all in their 
power to further our aims in obedienge to our 
instructions. Our ardent desire, with the aszist- 
ance of our subjects in loyalty and sincerity, is 


the promotion of national prosperity. Now that 
peace is negotiated and armistice procluimed, a 
permanent cessation of hostilities is near at 
hand. The terms of peace fixed by our Minis- 
ters of State give us complete satisfaction. The 
peace and glory thus secured renders the present 
a fitting time to enlighten you as to the course of 
our future policy. 

We are rejoiced at the recent victories which 
have enhanced the glory of our Empire. At the 
same time we are aware that the end of the road 
which must be traversed by the Empire in the 
march of civilization is stil! far distant and re- 
mains yet to be attained. Wetherefore hope in 
common with our loyal subjects we shall always 
guari against self-contentedness, but in a spirit 
of modesty and. humility strive to pérfect our 
military defense without falling into éxtremes. 
In short, itis our wish the governmont and the 
people alike shall werk to a common end and 
that our subjects of all classes strive each in his 
sphere for the purpose of laying the foundation 
of permanent prosperity. 

It is hereby definitely made known that no 
countenance will be given by us to such as, 
through conceit at the recent victories, may offer 
insultto another State or injure our relations 
with friendly powers, especially as regards 
China. After the exchange of the ratifications 
of the treaty of peace friendship should be re- 
stored and endéavors made to increase more than 
ever before the -relations of good neighborhood. 

It is our pleasure that our subjects pay due re- 
spect to these, our expressed wishes. 

The following is a statement issued by the 
Japanese Government denying the reports 
that- it has concluded an offensive and de- 
*fensive alliance with China and declaring the 
commercial advantages. secured by Japan 
will also be enjoyed by the other powers un- 
der the favored nation treatment: 

Misayprehensions are reported to be current in 
Europe in regard to the terms of the Japan- 
China treaty. It has been represented that 
Japan has secured a 2 per cent ad valorem duty 
on imports instead of specific duty and has also 
formed an offensive and defensive alliance with 
China. The commercial concessions obtained 
by Japan beyond those already secured by .the 
treaty powers under the favored nation clause 
comprise the right to navigate the Yang-Tse- 
Kiang to Chung King and alsc Woon Sung River 
and canals leading to Soo Chow and Hank Chow, 
and the right to import machinery and certain 
goods duty free and to establish factories. 

These concessions are not exclusive to Japan. 
They naturally extend to the European powers 
in virtue of the favored nation clause. In secur- 
ing these privileges for all Japan expects the ap- 
proval of all the powers. 

The reported offensive and defensive alliance

LOOKING INTO THE CASE OF WALLER. 


Ex-Consul: to Tamatave Wrote a Letter 
Which Unfortunately Miscarried. 
Marseilles, April 22.—The case of ex-Con- 
-sul Walier, who was, recently sentenced by a 
French court-martial to imprisonment for 
twenty years, is attracting considerable at- 
tention in view of the fact that it has been 
annotnced that the United States Ambassador 
at Paris, J. B. Eustis, has been instructed to 
inquire into the matter. Waller was man- 
acled while on board the Djemnah on the 
northwest coast of the Island of Madagascar. 
But from that part of the island he was al- 
lowed to take two hours’ exercise daily on 
deck, guarded by a soldier. Upon drrival 
here he was lodged iz jail, and it is reported 
he will ewentually be imprisoned on the Isl- 
and of Corsica or on the Safety Isies. For 
the present Waller is incarcerated in Fort St. 
Nicholas at this port. 
Toulon, April 22.—M. Hanes, the Marine 
Com missary-General, by whose order Waller 
was confined in Fort St. Nicholas, notified 
the Procureur de la Republic this afternoon 
of the disposivon made of the prisoner. The 
Procureur de la Republic immediately or- 
dered Waller to be transferred to the civil 
prison at St. Pierre, where he will await the 
decision of the Prisons Board of France as to 
where the sentence is to be carrried out. 
Paris, April 22.—The correspondent of the 
Temps at Tamatave says ex-Consul Waller 
was indicted on two charges—namely : viola- 
tion of an ofder of the French Aamiralty 
governing correspondence and writing to the 
enemy. The evidence, the correspondent 
adds, showed Mr. Waller intrusted to an offi- 
cer of a steamboat a bulky letter which was 
posted at Natal and which was addressed to 
‘**M, Tesier, Merchant, Antananarivo, via 
Vatomandry.” Unfortunately, it appears, 
the English mail was not dropped at Vato- 
mapdry, but was landed at Tamatave, where 
the envelope attracted the attention of the 


authorities, who opened it and found it con-

BILLS GO UP A STEP. 


SHORT SESSION AT SPRINGFIELD OF 
SENATE AND HOUSE. 


Members Manage to Transact Some Routine 
Business ~ Callahan's Measure. for 
Speedy Settlement of Contested Elec- 
tions Advanced to Third Reading 
President Cleveland Says He Always 
Does His Own Talking=—Chairman Car- 
ter Will Not Be Deposed., 


Springfield, Iil., April 22.—([Special. |-- 
While the sessions of the Senate and House 
this afternoon were expected to be purely 
ormal and were not largely . attended, the 
fmembers present managed to transact con- 
siderable routioe business and a number of 
measures were advanced one step on their 
journey toward final passage. Among these 


vide for the speedy determination of con- 
tested election cases, which was called up out 
of its‘order in the House by Mr. Lowenthal 
of Cook, and was advanced to third reading. 
This places the measure well towards the 
front and in a position which greatly im- 
proves the chances for its passage before the 
session ends. 

Among the bills advanced in the Senate was 
Senator Littler’s, repealing that portion of 
the law in regard to cuurt practice which pro. 
vides that the Supreme Court shall reéxamine 
cases brought to it by appeal or writ of error 
as to questions of law only and no assignment 
call in 
question the determination of the inferior or 
Appellate court on controverted questions 
in fact in any case excepting those enumer- 
ated in the law. The bill provides that the 
Supreme Court shall consider and determine 
both questions of fact and of law arising 
upon the record in all cases legitimately 
brought before it by appeal or writ of error, 
and assignments of error both as to fact and 
law shal! be in all cases allowed. 

The House convened at 5 o’clock with forty 

members in their seats. Two bills were in- 
troduced by unanimous consent as follows: 
_ By Mr. Revell—To provide for the inspection 
of beer. The Governor is to appoint an inspector 
of beer and malt products to serve for four 
years, and this sanpectes is empowered fo ap- 
point four analytical chemists as députies. 

By Mr. Fleming—Providing that an applicant 
for a marriage license shall not be required to 
give his,exact age, but shail merelv be required 
to swear that he is over 21 years of age and that 
his intended wife is over 18 years of age. 

On motion of Mr. Cailahan the Judiciary 
committee bill revising the law in relation to 
Justices of the Peace and constables (being 
the measure originally prepared by the 
Statutory Revision Commission) was madea 
special order for next Wednesday. 

The House advanced to second reading all 
the House bills on first reading and then pro- 
ceeded to Senate bills on first reading. All 
on the calendar, thirty-eight in number, were 
read and referred to the appropriate com mit- 
tees.’ Among the Senate bills thus advanced 
were the following: 

Herb’s bill to provide for the inspection of 
military academies; Campbell of Cook, a bill to 
provide for tice escapes on all buildings four or 
more stories in height except private residences; 
Berry's bill to prevent the wrongful taking of 
news dispatches from telegraph or telephone 
wires; the bill authorizing farm drainage dis- 
tricts to issue bonds; the ninety-day pool selling 
bill; the bill fixing the compensation of members 
of the Generai Assembly at $800 for each regu- 
lar session; the bill providing for State scholar- 
ships in the University of Lilinois. 

Mr. Kent asked leave to have the firemen’s 
pension bill read a second time, Mr. 
Hallock objected, and when Mr. Kent moved 
a suspension of the rules he made the point 
of order that no quorum was present. The 
point of order was sustained and the House 
adjourned to 9 o’clock tomorrow morning. 


The Subcommittee on Legislation of the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. corm- 
posed of Messrs. Struckman, Ritter, Mc. 
Nichols, and Jones, reported tothe board 
yesterday that they had visited the capital in 
the interest of several bills before the Legis- 
lature of interest to the county.

Senate ‘bill and the House bill to amend 
an actin regard to elections and to provide 
for fillmg vacancies in elective offices is 
strongly indorsed by the.committee to be 
passed, as it relieves the county from the ex- 
pense of holding the regular fall election ex- 
cept in even numbered years by providing 
that the election of the Judges of the Su- 
perior Court be held at the same time as that 
of members of. the Cotunty Board.

PERRY WAS ALL READY FOR ACTION. 


Revenue Cutter’s Opportune Presence at 
Callao During the Insurrection. 

San Diego, Cal., April 22.—{Special.J—The 
revenue cutter Commodore Perry arrived at 
this port yesterday morning from New York 
en route for San Francisco and ultimately 
for Bering Sea on patrol duty. Its com- 


mander, Capt. H. D. Smith, is accompanied . 


by his daughter, Miss Josie Smith, special 
permission to make this voyage having been 
granted her by the department. The Cap- 
tain says he experienced extremely rough 
weather coming through the straits and his 
difficulties were enhanced by shortage of 
coal. On reaching Port Corral he had only 
four tons left in his bunkers, but secured 
enough there to take him to Valparaiso, at 
which harbor he.found the entire Chilean 
fleet and the Royal Arthur, the British flag- 
ship of the North Pacific squadron. 

The Perry arrived at Callao March 24 and 
was immediately boarded by the American 
Consul-General, Jastremski, who said Amer- 
ican interests were in jeopardy and Amer- 
icans were in danger of their lives. The Con- 
sulate is situated over the store of-Grace & 
Co., and the firing on the buildings by the in- 
surgents was not intended for the Consulate, 
but was provoked by the action of Grace & 
Co., who sold the government two steamers 
to be used as transports to aid in suppreéss- 
ing the rebellion. Capt. Perry detailed twen- 
ty-five men and two officers to be ready to 
land at a moment’s notice on receiving a 
preconcerted signal from shore, which was 
to be a red lantern displayed above the En- 
glish club-house. Fortunately their services 
were not required. 

The Captain visited Minister McKenzie at 
Lima, where he found the streets littered 
with lime to destroy the stench caused by 
hundreds of dead bodies, which had lain for 
several days without burial. No less than 
~,000 persons perished in this bloody revolu- 
tion. Capt. Smith says 300 troops were in- 
closed in the court of the Government Build- 
ing and killed to a man by the rebels, who 
fired at them from high buildings in the vi- 
cinity. The Perry took on coal here today 
and sails for San:Francisco at daybreak to- 
morrow.

There is an effort on foot to have the Judges 
decide this matter. Under the statute each 
Judge has the right to appoint an official 
stenowrapher at a salary of $125 a month 
who shall furnish transcripts to each side 
in every case. But the Judges never availed 
themselves of this. There are twenty-eight 
Judges. If they all took advantage of the 
law an expense to the county of somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $40,000 a year would 
be incurred. The proposition has strong op- 
position among the better class of stenog- 
raphers. Stenographers who make a spe- 
cialty of court werk would rather take their 
chances of securing employment from com- 
plainants and defendants than. furnish 


transcripts to both sides at a salary of only - 


$125 a month. A good many of the lawyers 
are in favor of the stenographers being ap- 
pointed for the reason that then the tran- 
scripts would be official. A meeting prob- 
ably will be held some time this week to de- 
cide the matter.

FAOTS INDIOATE BARNSY ELLWAN- 
GER DID NOT KILL HIMSELF, 


Wrong Clew Followed from the Start That 
He Murdered His Wife at Cedar Lake, 
Ind., and Then Ran Away or Commit- 
ted Suicide=Finding of His Body with 
His Throat Cut and a Crushed Head 
Changes the Aspect of the Crime. 

Crown Point, Ind., April 22.—{Special.]— 
The finding of the body of Barney Ellwanger 
in Lemon Lake, near this town, has done 
nothing to clear up the mystery surrounding 
the murder of Pauline Ellwanger, nee Do- 
lezal, thirteen days ago at Cedar Lake. 
Had the man been found simply drowned or 
with his throat cut there would have been 
reason for supposing he had killed his wife 
and then committed suicide. As it is, there 
is a wound across the forehead of Barney 
Lllwanger which he could not have madé, 
and there is room for more than a doubt 
that he inflicted the gash in histhroat. The 
lake where the body was found is sur- 
rounded on every side by sticky black mud. 
To reach the water in which he was found 
l-llwanger would have had to wade through 
that mud. One of the shoes on his body 
when it was found was loose and untied; 
yet there are those who affect to believe he 
was able to wade through that mud without 
losing a shoe. 

At the time the murdef was committed it 
was pointed out that circumstances pointed 
to the murder of Ellwanger. The authori- 
ties thought not. It was in their minds an 
established fact that Ellwanger had 
smashed in his wife’s skull with a rolling- 
pin and had then run away. Acting onthat 
theory rewards for his arrest were posted 
and the country was searched for him. 
Great stress was laid;on’ the fact that a 
shirt identified as Eliwanger’s was found in 
the cottage beside the murdered woman. 
There were a few blood stains on the edge 
- Of the cuff, but not so many as a murder 
would cause. It was pointed out to the 
Sheriff that a man who took off a shirt 


| With biood on his hands would be likelyto 


leave blood stains around the buttonholes. 
There were none on the shirt found in the 
cottage. 

Another circumstance connected with a 
pair of socks does not seem quite so clearjin 
the light of recent developments. Th 
socks were found beside the shirt and were 
wet through. It was assumed the murderer 
had got his feet wet in the grass and had 
changed his socks. The fact that Ellwanger 
walked home along < dirt road that night 
and had no more occasion to wet his feet 
than he had to fly went for nothing when the 
crime was first being investigated. 

It now seems probable Ellwanger was 
murdered at the same time his- wife was 
made away with. The first doctor who was 
called to attend the then dying woman 
commented on the tremendous amount of 
vitality the woman must have had. The 
house was literally soaked in blood and yet 
the woman lived. Both the doctors in at- 
tendance declared they did not believe all 
the blood came from that one woman, but 
they got no listeners. It was thought Ell- 
wanger might have committed suicide, and 
search was made for his body in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the house. There were 
plenty of knives around the house and a 


suicide, but he seems to have preferred to 
walk a mile and a half through the lonely 
woods to Lemon Lake. 


Circumstances of the Murder. 


The causes and facts leading up to the 
murder are these: Barney Eliwanger was 
a young man of good family in Crown Point 
who married Pauline Dolezal, a woman 
considered’ much beneath him The couple 
lived on a farm some distance from Crown 
Point. Two months ago the mother of 
Pauline died. it was found she had left half 
her property—about $4,000—to be divided be- 
tween two of her daughters,’ Frances and 
Fauline. There were also three brothers, 
but as they had already received $4,000 from 
the father they were left-out. This caused 
trouble between the brothers and Pauline’s 
husband. One. of them, Anthony Dolezal, 
went to the farm one day and was thrown 
off by Pauline’s husband, Ellwanger. 

Suddenly and for no apparent cause the 
brothers and their sister’s husband became 
great friends. April S Ellwanger went to 
Chicago and later in the day called on 
Anthony Dolezal. 


ion when he came back. At 11 o’clock that 
right Ellwanger and a neighbor of his 
named Schuster started to walk ome, 
They reached Schuster’s about midnight, 
and Schuster suggested Eliwanger should 
stay there for the night. Ellwanger de- 
cided to go home and left. That was,the 
lest seen of him. 

Neizhbors saw smoke coming from his cot- 
tage chimney at 5 o'clock, but at 7 Mrs. Ell- 
wanger was found dying on the floor of her 
bedroom. Because of the strangeness at- 
tending the last meeting of the Dolezal boys 
and Ellwanger Sheriff Hayes decided to ar- 
rest the two Dolezals and did ‘so. He got 
Anthony and William, when the two he 
wanted were Anthony and George. Noth- 
ing was shown against them and they were 
discharged. 

Yesterday Detectives Conway and Am- 
stein, who have been working on the Chica- 
go end of the case, were directed to arrest 
the men again, as there are several points 
that need clearing up. The.police have 
learned the Dolezal boys were absent from 
home for nearly twenty-four hours before 
and after the murder or murders. They are 
said to have spent that time in a buggy, and 
the police propose to find out where they 
went to and what they did. 


Mrs. Ellwanger, the murdered woman, 
was a sister-in-law of Michael Wasserman 
of Chicago, and he has something to say 
about the matter. 

‘‘ First of all,’’ said Mr. Wasserman last 
night, ‘‘ I want to say that I have had noth- 
ing to do with these people for nearly twen- 
ty years. When I was a young man £ met 
and fell in love with my wife and we were 
married. She was then 17 years old. Since 
that day she has had nothing to do with her 
brothers. I always kept them away from 
the house. Once when she went to Crown 
Point to see her mother she was struck by 
Anthony, her brother, and I then gave it 
out I would shoot that man if I ever heard 


| of his doing such a thing again. These two 


boys. have obtained possession of most all 
their father’s property. The rest was left 
With Pauline out 
of the way there is only my wife’s life be- 
tween them and $4,000.”’ 

“Last night, when my wife was alone in 
the house, these two boys, George and An- 
thony, went to her and, telling her her father 
was dying, wanted her to go with them. She 
refused. Today I found her father was not 
sick and had never sent forher. I donot be- 
lieve, and I have never believed, that Ell- 
wanger murdered his wife. I think he was 
killed himself.’

ALONZO SNIDER TAKES ABOUT $10,- 
000 FROM THE SEOOND BAPTIST. 


Yor Ten Years He Has Been Abstracting 
Sums from Moneys He Keceived as Col- 
lectorm=Probably No Punishment Ex- 
cept the Loss of One Joband Expulsion 
from Church Membership—Mayor Swift 
Returns from His Vacation and _ Is 
Ready for Business. : 

After having robbed the Bisoha Baptist 
Church systematically for ten years Alonzo 
Snider thas been dropped from the list of 
members and has losta position with the 
- church which paid him $600 a year, This is 
_ the only punishment given him for the ‘theft 
of probably $10,000, Mr. Snider said he 
thought he had taken about $1,000, but 
surely not rethan $2,000. The officials 
of the church have discovered so far that the 
theft amounts to about $1,000 a year during 
the ten years Mr. Snider acted as collector 
and general utility man for the trustees. 

The method of robbery was one which it is 
extremely difficult to guard against, and it 
was this fact that enabled him to conceal his 
actions so long, although his books were care- 
fully mspected and audited each year. The 
stolen money was thken mainly from the vol- 
untary contributions of the members of the 
church. There are 1,600 members and near- 
ly all of these make weekly contributions to. 


which they pledge themselves at the first of 


These cortributions are placed in: 
envelopes and brought to church each Sun- 
day. It wasa part of Mr. Snoider’s duty to 
collect these envelopes. open them. count the 
money. and turn:it over to the church treas- 
urer. If all the members of the. church at- 
tended ayery Sunday and each time left an 
envelop@ with a stated amount in it Mr. Sni- 
der could not have succeeded in getting as 
much money as he did. But absence of mem- 
bers, irregularity in the payment of the pledged 
amounts, and other causes make the weekly 
receipts of the church 4 varying sum. Con- 
sequently when Mr. Snider began his ‘thefts 
the small sum he took was not noticed. 
After the first time the church officials think 
he made but little resistance to temptation 
and that for the last ten years he has taken 
from $20 to $25 each Sunday. 

The discovery of the robbery was made 
several months ago during the angual exami- 
nation of the books. Such great trust was 
placed im Snider that at first there was no 

, suspicion that he had embezzled the funds 

the errors were. ascribed to faulty book- 
keeping. ‘Buta further examination showed 
that instead of a mistake the discrepancy in 
the acccunts was due to systematic robbery. 

Then Mr. Snider was called in and charged 
with the shertage. He did not seem greatly 
. disturbed and admitted he had taken small 
sums. ‘He was asked if he had stolen $1,000 
and admitted he had. When asked if the 
sum exceeded $2,000 he repeatedly said it 
did not. In spite of this, however, the exam- 
-gnation of the books showed that much mure 
money had gone than Snider admitted. A 
diecrepancy of fully $7,000 was found and it 
is believed that the amount taken will reach 
at least $10,000. . 

As soon as the theft was discovered Mr. 
Snider was dismissed from his position with 
the church, but no stép was taken to drop 
him from the membership until the regular 
church meeting last week. * Then his case was 

uietly —— upon and his name dropped 
from the roll of members. 

- Mr. Snider, who is about 65 years old, be- 
sides his position with. tne church, acted as 
solicitor for the Union Mutual Life Insur- 
“ance company, which has offices in Room 41, 
. No. 84 Adams street. He has been connected 
with the company for thirty-four years and 
was found at its offices yesterday. 

** Yes,’’ he said. ** I had some trouble in re- 
gard to my relations with the church, but it 
has been settled. I don’t care to discuss the 
matter. Dr. Lawrence, the _—. of the 
church, knows all about it.”’ 

‘It id true Snider stole some of a church 
funds,” said Dr. Lawrence, * but the church 
is in no way embarrassed and no special 
secret has been made of the matter. The 
church officers have not cared to make the 
mutter ‘public on account of Snider’s wife, 
who is a noble woman, and for the sake of his 
adopted daughter. What puzzles me is what 
the old.man did with the money he took. He 
was paid $600 by the church and was also a 
life insurance’solicitor. But the family prac- 
ticed the most rigid economy, as i‘know, and 
Snider seems to have | no expensive 
habits. Usually such thefts are caused by 
_wine and women or speculation, but it seerns 
‘not to have been so in this case. Wheh we 
began the exumination of the books and 
found how much had been taken we feared 
the funds of the Chicago University and the 
Baptist Seminary might have been tampered 
with. Butaclose examination showed they 
were intact. The only money taken was from 
the collections and pew rentals, and the loss 
in this way may reach $10,000. Mr. Snider

TROLLEY IN WEST HARRISON STREET. 


Thoroughfare Closed to Traffic While Wires 
Are Being Put Up. 

Ww est Harrison street from Halsted to 
Clinton was closed to traffic yesterday by 
the West Chicago Street railway company. 
The pavement was torn up to lay the ties 
and heavy tracks, and 200 men were em- 
ployed to set the heavy trolley poles and put 
up the span wires.

KEEN EYES TO WATCH 


STRIOTER INSPEOTION OF LIVE 
STOOK AND MEAT PLANNED. 


Arrangements Making for Uncle Sam's 
Officials to Have Control at the Stock- 
YardseFederal Guards to Be Posteil at 
All Gates to Keep a Sharp Lookout for 
Stock Arriving and Departing—Market- 
ing of Bad Meat of Any Kind Now 


Rendered Impossible. 

There is to be a sweeping change in the 
method of live stock and meat inspection at 
the Chicago Stock-Yards and other impor- 
tint live-stock centersinthe West. Itis the 
idea of Secretary Morton that all work of 
this nature to insure effectual results should 
be done under the direction and control of 
the Federal authorities. At present there 
are three sets of inspectors at the Union 
Stock-Yards. Uncle Sam maintains a corps 
of thirty-two, under charge of Dr. Melvinof 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, whose duty 
is confined ‘to. the inspection of cattle and 
beef and pork products destined for export. 
The State of. Illinois has representatives of 
its Veterinary Bureau here, under the con- 
trol of Dr. Trumbower, State Veterinarian, 
who kéeps a lookout for diseased animals 
only, and particularly those afflicted with 
lumpy-jaw. Then there is an inspection by 
the city health authorities, under the direc- 
tion of Mat Lamb, who is supposed to pass 
upon the wholesomeness of meats intended 
for home consumption. 

Politics is an important factor in securing 
places in the State and city inspection serv- 
ice, and for this reason, it is said, many of 
the men appointed do not pretend to do their 
work in a* businesslike way. Uncle Sam in- 
sists upon a strict observance of hours and 
methods by his inspectors, and the result is 
a Federal tag of approval or condemnation, 
as the case may be, means exactly what it 
purports to be. One result of this compli- 
cated system is the natural desire at times 
to shift responsibility and destroy the very 
protection which is sought to be attained. 

Yesterday a preliminary conference was 
held.at the Stock-Yards with the object of 
formulating a plan by which the Federal 
Bureau of Animal Industry will virtually 
take charge of the work, under the guise of 
cojperation. There were present at this 
conference Dr. Devoe, who acts as the 
agent of Secretary Morton, and is in charge 
of the veterinary department of the bureau; 
Dr. Melvin, the local head of the bureau; 
Dr. Trumbower, lLllinois State Veterinarian; 
and Chairman Bartlett of the State Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners. Nothing was 
accomplished at yesterday’s meeting, as 
none of the gentlemen had a matured plan to 
offer. They talked the matter ovgr in an in- 
formal way and adjourned last night 
to meet again today for a tour of 
the yards and consultation with repre- 
sentative live stock men. By the end 
of the week they expect to have a definite 
program arranged which will be acceptable 
to all concerned. Ina general way it is pro- 
posed the Federal inspection be extended to 
all forms of livé stock, instead of merely cat- 
tle and hogs, and to all forms of meat prod- 
ucts as well. At present the Federal in- 
spectors work only in the large abattoirs 
where cattle are killed for export, but by tak- 
ing advantage of the inter-State commerce 
law the inspection will include every slaugh- 
ter-house in the city. 


There is nothing now but the Honesty of” 


dealers to prevent diseased meats being 
shipped to various points within the United 
States, but under the new plan it will be 
practically impossible to market a pound of 
bad beef, pork, or mutton. 

Arrangements of this kind have been al- 
ready made by Dr. Devoe with the local au- 
thonities at Omaha and Kansas City, but the 
situation in both these cities was less com- 
plicated than it is in Chicago, and it will re- 
quire more diplomacy to bring about ‘‘'co- 
operation” here, owing to the aversion of 
the local politicians.to let go of a good thing. 
One move has already been decided upon. 
Beginning today, Federal guards will be 
posted at all the Stock-Yards gates and.a 
close watch kept on all stock that passes in 
and out of the yards. 

The necessity for & more rigid system of 
guarding and inspection is shown by an 
incident which occurred Saturday. Last 
February THE. TRIBUNE published an ex- 
clusive report of the bold methods of 
dealers in lumpy-jawed cattle, and ever 
since then the Live-Stock Exchange of- 
ficials have been working hard to catch the 
rogues. Last week Greer, Mills & Co. had 
a consignment of cattle in which were two 
diseased steers. They notified the veterinary 
inspector, but when he reached the pens the 
sick animals had been spirited away. The 
exchange detectiv es are now trying to find 
out how and by whom the steers were passed 
out of the yards, and whether it is true, as 
charged, that they were slaughtered at the 
abattoir of I. Woolf. ; 

Springfield, Ill, April 22.—Touching the 
statement that the Ilinois anti-trust law is 
more rigid than the Federal statutes re- 
garding trusts, Gov. ‘Altgeld was _ inter- 
vieWed this evening regarding the two laws 
and what he intended doing in the way of 
rrosecuting the alleged combines in this 
State for violations of the law. The Gov- 
ernor stated: ‘‘I have not compared the 
Federal anti-trust law with the Illinois law, 
tut have observed shat no anti-trust law 
seems to have amounted to anything in this 
country. As to the beef combine, I do not 
know what evidence can be produced: to 
form a basis for prosecution. While the 
fact that there are trusts and combines may 
be apparent to the public, it may yet be im- 
possible to get legat evidence to prove it. I 
will vigorously prosecute ‘all violations of 
the law of our State whenever and where- 
ever necessary.”’ 

Washington, D. C., April 22.—In regard to 
the advance in price of beef Dr. Salmon of 
the Animal Bureau said today that it is due 
to the producers and the consumers alike 
that the intermediary profits of middlemen 
standing between them should be only rea- 
sonable and compensatory. The advance in 
price by retail dealers in dressed beef of 
five cents to the consumers when there is 
an advance of only $1 a hundred pounds to 
the farmers and cattle feeders for animals 
on foot is not regarded as equitably propor- 
tfoned. Secretary Morton says he wants it 
distinctly understood that in anything he 
has said, whether upon the subject of beef 
or affairs in the department or on the money 
question or on any other public question, 
he represents no one but himself and has 
given only his own views. 

Dr. Salmon, speaking of the report that a 


large horse slaughtering and packing indus- 


try had been started in Portland, Ore., said 
there was no law compelling such meats to 
be labeled, as in the case of oleomargarine. 
The buyers of beef can distinguish this kind 
of meat, as government inspection of 
slaughtered cattle is made and a govern- 
ment tag is placed on each quarter of beef. 
Pr. Salmon says the department has en- 
deavored to secure legislation similar to the 
oleomargarine law, which will compel deal- 
ers in horse meat to have it labeled so that 
consumers need not be deceived. 

St. Leuis, Mo., April 22.—The St. Louis 
Live Stock Exchange took official action of 
the alleged beef combine today and wired 
its resolutions to Secretary of Agriculture 
Morton. The preamble refers to the rumored 
combine among the packers based upon the 
proposed or actually taken investigation 
by the Department of Agriculture; that 
such agitation is extremely harmful to the 
live stock traders, resulting in a reduction 
in the price of live cattle of at least $1 per 
100 pounds in the last two weeks. It is re- 
solved “ that this exchange invites a speedy 
and thorough investigation of the alleged 
beef combine with a view of settling the 
question in the most efficacious manner, 
thus permitting the live stock business to 
resume its normal condition; and further, 
that to the best of our information and be- 
lief there is a shortage in the visible supply 
of cattle to.be marketed in 1895, which is 
sufficiently responsible fof the advance in 
the price of cattle, and that to our certain 
knowledge the benefits so far accrued from 
this condition have gone to the cattle-raisers 
and feeders more than to any other parties 
interested.”’ 

Denver, Colo., April 22.—{Special.]—Orders 
from Chicago were received today announc- 
ing an advance of choice cuts, with the bone 
extracted, from 14 cents a pound to 22 cents. 
Local consumers, who have not the benefit 
of contracts with the packers, say they can- 
not afford to pay this price, and that they 
will be compelled to buy stall-fed beef from 
Arizona and Nevada, which is beginning to 
come in at five cents a pound cheaper than 
the corn-fed beef from Chicago. The Stock- 
Yards company says this will kill the trade 
in dressed beef in this section.

His Owner Had, It Begins to Rain and 
Ironmaster Wins the Brewing Stakes 
in the MudeDr. Rowell Puts in a Writ-

The feature of today’s Montgomery Park 
card was the Tennessee Brewing Compsny 
Stakes, a selling affair at one mile. Out of it 
came the afternoon’s sensation.

A short time ago the Canadian Pacific 
asked Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
senger Assnciation if there was any objoction to 
Canadian Pacific agents drawing orders on asso- 
ciation lines at St. Paul for tickets. via the Cana- 
dian Pacific from Detroit. Chairman Caldwell 
replied that it was a matter for individual roads 
to decide. This caused a good sized kick by the 
Northern Pacitic, which protested against the 
Canadian Pacific sefiding business via Chicago, 
and the Chairman therefore reversed his ruling 
and decided that action must be had by agree- 
ment of all lines.

Philanthropy the Object of the Chicago 
Commons, Recently Incorporated. 

The Chicago Commons, a philanthropic or- 
ganization connected with.the sociological 
department of the Chicago Theological Sem- 
inary, was incorporated in Springfield yes- 
terday. The incorporators are Prof. Graham 
Taylor, David Fales, and E. Buritt Smith. 
Its object is to establish a center of education 
for the poorer classes on the Northwest Side.

I TELL OF THEIR WORK 


OOLLEGE PRESIDENTS GUESTS OF 
THE BAPTIST MINISTERS. 


President Harper of the University of Chi- 
cago Presides Over the Meeting, Which 
Is Held in the Lecture Hall of the Y. 
M. C. A. Building — President Ford 
Makes the Principal Address—School of 
Economics Is Favored=Doings of ihe 
Chicago Presbytery. 

Collegé Presidents from the Western and 
Central States were the guests of the Mon- 
day Baptist Ministers’ Conference, held 
yesterday morning in the lecture hall of 
the Y. M. C. A. Building. President Harper 
of the University of Chicago presided. Pres- 
jiaent Ford of Pillsbury Academy, near St.. 
Paul, made the principal address. He said 
in part: 

“What the Baptist denomination needs is 
Stability in doctrne. We need intelligent 
leaders, and the patience to allow our doc- 
trine to be intelligently and publicly dis- 
cussed. We, as Baptists, ought to rejoice in 
the kind of influence which is emanatng 
from such institutions as the University of 
Chicago. [Applause.] We should rejoice in 
the light that has been thrown upon Old 
Testament interpretations, and upon the 
New Testament as well. You may say that 
it is not all clear, white light. [Applause.] 
Well, supposing it is not?’’ [Loud Applause. } 

Dr. Ford insisted that the Baptist denom- 
ination give more attention to education and 
put a greater premium upon educated 
leaders, 


President Stott Speaks. 

President Stott of Franklin College, Indi- 
ana, said the period 1830-’40 was product- 
ive in the planting of Baptist colleges in the 
West. Dennison University, Kalamazoo 
College, Franklin College, and Shurtleff.Col- 
lege were organized within that decade: The 
Scholarship plan killed Franklin College 
and led to its reorganization in 1872. Frank- 
lin graduated thirty-two students last year. 
There is no Baptist educational association 
in the State. Others spoke as follows: 

President Stetson of Des Moines College— 
Des Moines College was incorporated in 1865. 
Ten years ago it was moved to its present 
location in the northerp part of the city and 
began on a new basis. The institution’s 
assets are from $125,000 to $130,000. The 
total enrollment last year was 192. 

President Colgrove of Ottawa University, 
Ottawa, Kas.—Ottawa University began its 
present work about ten yearsago. The col- 
legiate department sent out two graduates 
in 1886. This year we Will graduate twenty. 
Ottawa University has an enrollment of 400 
and is the only Baptist educational institu- 
tion in Kansas. 

President Burchard of Wayland Academy, 
Beaver Dam, Wis.—Wayland Academy was 
founded in 1855. The academy does not pre- 
tend to do more than preparatory work. 

Col. Abernethy, formerly of the old Uni- 
versity of Chicago and now President of the 
Cedar Valley Seminary, Osage, Ia.—Cedar 
Valley Seminary owes its origin to the 
cfforts of the Rev.Alvah Bush. The seminary 
has 150 regular and 60 special students... The 
annual enrollment is about 200. Eight 
teachers give instruction, During the last 
fourteen years $20,000 in buildings and 
zrounds have been added to the seminary’s 
assets. The endowment fund, half of which 
represents realty, is $50,000. Ten thousand 
of this was received during the last year. 


President Dubois. of Shurtleff. 

President Dubois of’ Shurtleff College, Up- 
per Alton, Ill.—-Shurtleff College was foupef- 
ed in July, 1881, but its present organization 
sprang from the Rock Spring Seminary in 
1830. It is the oldest educational institution 
in Illinois, and is one of the four oldest Bap- 
tist educational institutions in the United 
States. The enrollment is 200 and total 
assets $250,000. 

President Savage of Southwestern Col- 
lege, Jacksén, Tenn.—Southwestern College 
was founded in 1849, and prior to the war en- 
A plague in 1873 practi- 
caily depopulated the school. ‘The institu- 
tion represents a Baptist constituency: of 
100,000 families, and has an enrohment of 
200. 
President Slocum of Kalamazoo College 
made the closing address, 

The Baptist educational institutions repre- 
sented in the college conference whose ses- 
sions closed yesterday at the University of 
Chicago have formed a permanent organi- 
zation, with Dr. Stetson of Des Moines Col- 
lege asits President. The object of the asso- 
ciation. is to affiliate Baptist educational 
and church interests in the Western and 
Central States. 


.» MINISTERS TO DISCUSS ECONOMICS, 


Many Prominent Men to Talk on Subjects 
of the Day. 

Yesterday morning there was inaugurated 
the first session of the School of Economics, 
conducted in connection with the social set- 
tlement, which is under the auspices of the 
Chicago Theological Seminary. The gsettle- 
ment residence is called the Chicago Com- 
mons and is located at No. 140 North Union 
street. There will be two sessions daily dur- 
ing the remainder of this week, and many 
prominent men will be heard upon social 
questions. Yesterday's sessions were at- 
tended by a large audience. The morning 
session was devoted to the following topics: 
“What Is the Social Problem?’’- by Prof. 
Graham Taylor; ‘“‘The Bearings of the Social 
Problem on the Culture of Character,’’ by 
Dr. E. A. Adams; “Bearings on the Spiritual 
Life of the University Student,”’ by the Rev. 
C. W. Barnes; ‘“‘Bearings on Our Conduct of 
Church Services,” ‘by the Rev. E. A. Camp- 
bell; ‘‘Bearings on Our Ideal of the Church,”’ 
by Prof. Chamberlain. . 

In the afternoon the session was devoted 
to addresses by Percy Alden, M. A., Warden 
of Mansfield House, East London, the social 
settlement of Mansfield College, Oxford; and 
by the Rev. A. Holden Byles, late pastor of 
Tabernacle Church, Harley; England. At 
the conclusion of the addresses their sub- 
stance was discussed by those present. Mr. 
Alden took as his tepic “The Origin of the 
Social Settlement Movement and Its Rela- 
tion to Religion.’’
